Inquiry looks at hospital waiting times 



THE Oswestry and Border 
Chronicle this week launches a 
new community campaign aimed 
at supporting local business.

AN inquiry has been launched into Oswestry 
Orthopaedic Hospital because patients are wait¬ 
ing too long for routine operations. 

Monitor, the government’s health regulator, 
said it is concerned that too many patients are 
waiting longer than the 18-week national target. 

The target is for day-case or inpatient proced¬ 
ures at the trust. Monitor said it is worried that 
this performance against a key national health¬ 
care standard may indicate that there are wider 
issues with how the hospital trust is run. 

It said it also has concerns about how accur¬ 
ately the trust is reporting its performance data 
for routine operations, after potential problems 
were identified by a third party. 

The investigation will examine the extent of 
the problems, why they have occurred and what 
can be done to fix them. 


Katherine Cawley, regional director at Mon¬ 
itor, said: “We need to find out what the prob¬ 
lem is and how we can best support the trust in 
improving this and how it is run. 

“We are investigating the trust to find out why 
it isn’t meeting these targets, and if we need to 
take further action to make sure local patients 
aren’t waiting too long.” 

Bosses at the hospital, which treats many 
patients from the Oswestry and Welshpool areas, 
said they have already begun working hard on 
improving the situation. Wendy Farrington 
Chadd, hospital trust chief executive, said: “As 
reported to our trust board in March, there has 
been a deterioration in waiting times (Referral 
to Treatment standards) for patients at the hos¬ 
pital. The trust has been taking steps to improve 
this position over the last three months and the 


majority of our patients continue to be treated 
within the national standards. 

“In March, we commissioned our external 
auditors to review the processes and perform¬ 
ance in this area and to give an independent view 
on how improvements can be made. 

“The trust has implemented a recovery plan 
to ensure it is back in compliance with waiting 
time targets and we are progressing well against 
this plan.We are very sorry that some patients 
are currently waiting longer for their surgery, 
however waiting times are already starting to 
show improvement; as a specialist trust we con¬ 
tinue to experience high demand for our services 
and many patients present to us with additional 
complexities, and may already have been waiting 
for treatment elsewhere in the system, in other 
organisations.”

inspector gives 
support to hill 
fort homes plan 

A HOUSING development in the shadow 
of Oswestry’s historic hill fort should be 
allowed - so long as its design is appropri¬ 
ately sensitive to the significance of the 
landscape. 

Government inspector Claire Sherratt 
has published her proposed modifications 
to Shropshire’s SAMdev, the council’s 
masterplan for development in the county 
over the next decade. 

Among the most controversial hous¬ 
ing schemes is for 117 houses on land off 
Whittington Road. Protesters had called 
for the development to be taken out of the 
housing blueprint saying that it would 
ruin the environment of the iron age hill 
fort that towers above the north of the 
town. A petition gained 8,000 names but 
failed to convince the inspector that the 
land should remain as fields. 

Instead she says: “The development 
should demonstrate appropriate regard 
to the significance and setting of the Old 
Oswestry Hill Fort.” 

The hill fort scheme will have to be 
drawn up to include a full archaeological 
assessment, ensuring long distance views 
to and from the hill fort are conserved. 

The inspector has also given the go- 
ahead for a major urban extension to the 
south of Oswestry which, when added to 
the smaller housing sites around the town 
designated in the SAMdev document, will 
see more than 1,417 homes built.

PM confirms his 
windfarm views 


PLANS to build controversial windfarms 
in Mid Wales have been dealt a blow af¬ 
ter Prime Minister David Cameron con¬ 
firmed the government is ruling out fu¬ 
ture subsidies. 

Montgomeryshire MP Glyn Davies 
asked Mr Cameron during the first Prime 
Minister’s Questions of the new govern¬ 
ment yesterday (Wednesday) whether he 
was standing by his pledge to end future 
subsidies for onshore windfarms. 

Mr Cameron said he wanted to “be 
clear” that there would be no further sub¬ 
sidies. He added: “It is time to give local 
people the decisive say.”

Town centre pub could be 
given a new lease of life 


Scrolls recognise sacrifice of soldiers

AN historic pub that has been 
falling into disrepair since clos¬ 
ing two years ago could be giv¬ 
en a new lease of life as a town 
house and apartments, it has 
been revealed. 

The former Five Bells pub in Willow 
Street, Oswestry, has been targeted by 
vandals and boarded up since it shut 
in 2013. But its new owner Russell 
Jones has unveiled plans for the build¬ 
ing, which dates back to the 1820s. 

There is already an apartment above the 
main pub and one above the adjoining shop, 
which is also empty, and the plans would 
see five more apartments created in old 
barns at the back of the pub and the shop 
turned into a town house. 

The pub was sold at auction a year ago. 

Rob Bennett, agent for Mr Jones, said 
the conversion would be done in a sympa¬ 
thetic manner to keep the character of the 
old building. 

He said: “The pub closed in 2013 and 
since then has remained empty because 
it’s in poor condition and couldn’t trade 
at a profit. The ground floor of the Willow 
Street frontage has been badly vandalised 
and is currently boarded up. 

“But the conversion scheme will ensure 
its long-term future. 

“Unfortunately the building has been al¬ 
tered and extended over the years and the 
proposed conversion scheme will oversee 
the removal of the worst modern additions 
at the rear and some of the damage done to 
the roadside elevation. 

“The alterations will be carried out sym¬ 
pathetically and the finished work will re¬ 
spect the original character and appearance 
of the building, restoring an important 
landmark on the street scheme.” 

Mr Bennett said the main pub building, 
which is not listed, will be remodelled in¬ 
side to create the apartments, but that the 
“characterful features” will be incorporated 
into the new layout. 

The plans have been submitted to Shrop¬ 
shire Council and are currently in the con¬ 
sultation stage. 

Records for the pub date back to at least 
1828, when a Margaret Lewes was the land¬ 
lady. Later on, in the 1890s, Willow Street 
was home to 16 licensed premises, from 
The Square and Compass and The Mitre, 
to The Woolpack and The Brown Cow. 


OSWESTRY has been remem¬ 
bering the sacrifice made by sol¬ 
diers who fought in bloody wars 
over the past 200 years. 

Illuminated scrolls have been dis¬ 
played in Oswestry Town Museum in 
honour of soldiers as Britain commem¬ 
orates the 200th anniversary of the 
Battle of Waterloo. 

The lives of those who died during the 
Peninsular War between 1808 and 1814 and 
the Crimean War, which ran between 1853 
and 1856, have also been commemorated. 

The scrolls were unveiled at the museum 


by Colonel Edmund Thewles, Deputy Lord 
Lieutenant of Shropshire. 

Paul Ridgley, a member of the Waterloo 
Association, has worked with Ian Smith of 
the Crimean War Research Society to find 
out whether men from the area had been 
in battle. 

They found a number of soldiers from the 
area who have no known grave or memorial 
and wanted to find a way to record their ser¬ 
vice to the county and the country. It is es¬ 
timated that about 50 local men could have 
served in the battles. 

This project first started with one grave¬ 
stone - found at Whittington - of Ser¬ 
geant Major George Smith, who survived 


the Crimean War. But there is no trace of 
where the rest of the soldiers are buried. 
Mr Ridgley said: “We want to celebrate and 
acknowledge their service, otherwise their 
memory would have been lost forever. We 
must thank Mary Denton, who designed 
the scrolls.” He said there had been three 
phases to the project, which has taken the 
volunteers three years to complete. The 
first stage was the installation of a bronze 
plaque at St George’s Chapel inside St 
Oswald’s Church in Oswestry, and the sec¬ 
ond the illuminated scrolls that are now in 
place at Oswestry Town Museum. 

The third is a booklet on sale at the mu¬ 
seum with biographies of the soldiers. 
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Man fined 
for attack 
outsidepub 

A YOUNG father has been fined £500 
after attacking another man outside 
a pub. 

Benjamin David Aiden Everton, 
from Llys Yr Orsaf, Llanfyllin, ad¬ 
mitted assaulting Barry Parkes by 
beating, leaving his victim with facial 
injuries. 

Everton, 26, launched the attack 
outside The Eagles bar in Llanfyllin 
on Christmas Eve last year, Welshpool 
Magistrates Court heard on Tuesday. 

Helen Tench, prosecuting, said 
the assault had taken place at about 
5.15pm. 

She said the incident had been 
caught on CCTV outside the bar. 

“The CCTV showed that Mr Parkes 
was having a cigarette and then the 
defendant ran at him, kicking out and 
throwing punches,” she said. 

“After being arrested he admitted 
‘having a go at him’. 

“He said he had been merry but not 
drunk, and that they had known each 
other.” 

Ceri Edwards, for Everton, said 
that Mr Parkes did not make a formal 
complaint to the police about the at¬ 
tack. 

She said Everton had a five-month- 
old son and was working in Lincoln 
five days a week to support his young 
family. 

Magistrates fined him £500 and 
they also imposed costs and charges 
of £135. 

Four-year road 
ban for motorist 

A WOMAN had been banned from 
driving for four years after being 
found to be more than three times the 
drink-drive limit. 

Margaret June Edwards, 66, was 
disqualified from driving for 48 
months and fined £600 by Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates after admitting the 
offence. She was also ordered to pay 
costs of £85, a court charge of £150 
and a victim surcharge of £60. 

Jamie Wade, for Edwards, said she 
had been arguing with her husband at 
their home in Meifod on May 3. “She 
went away from the home, bought a 
bottle of wine, drunk it in the vehicle 
and then drove the 800 yards home,” 
he said.She was found to have 118 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath. The legal limit is 35. Magis¬ 
trates heard it was the second time 
Edwards, now living in London, had 
been convicted of drink driving. 


Planning worries spark 
officers' powers review

CONTROVERSIAL powers could 
be taken away from non-elect- 
ed officers following anger over 
planning decisions in Shropshire. 

A review has been announced fol¬ 
lowing a rising number of complaints 
over rulings made in secret. They in¬ 
clude anger that a supermarket was 
given permission, leading to the dem¬ 
olition of a 200-year-old Thomas Tel¬ 
ford toll house in Oswestry. 

Shropshire Council said it would hold a 
consultation to create “a process that is ef¬ 
ficient, consistent and transparent”. 

Town and parish councils are being 
asked whether delegated powers to officers 
are being used correctly. 

Around 94 per cent of planning applica¬ 
tions never get to be debated by councillors. 

They are instead determined by une¬ 
lected planning officers. 

Councillor Steve Davenport, chairman of 
the task and finish group which will lead 
the consultation, has asked the local coun¬ 
cillors for their views on the current system 
used by Shropshire Council. 

A survey has been sent out to Shropshire 
councillors and all the town and parish 
councils asking for views. 

It asks for views on whether the current 
system of delegation, which it says “seeks 
to ensure that only the most significant, 
complex or contentious planning applica¬ 
tions are considered by planning commit¬ 
tee”, is working. 

The move comes as town councillors in 
Oswestry raised concerns about how the 
decision to allow the building of a new Aldi 
supermarket in the town, leading to the 
demolition of the 200-year-old tollhouse on 
Shrewsbury Road, was passed by unelected 
planning officers. The councillors agreed on 
Wednesday last week to write to Greg Clark 
MP, the minister for communities and local 
government, with their concerns. 

Town councillor and local historian 
Sandy Best raised a motion at the meeting 
and also called for the planning decision to 
be referred to Shropshire Council’s internal 
scrutiny committee. 

Councillor Cynthia Hawksley said: “I feel 
very strongly about it. I feel that a little bit 
of democracy disappeared over this.” 

The motion was passed and the town 
council will now ask Shropshire Council to 
look at the way the application was handled 
at its next scrutiny committee meeting. 


A FARMING family which started 
making its own cheese eight years 
ago has won top awards on the na¬ 
tional stage. 

The Shropshire Cheese Compa¬ 
ny’s Mini Marches Blue won gold 
for being named best export cheese 
by judges in the 2015 National 
Cheese Awards held at the Royal 
Bath and West Show. 

Its Mini Shropshire Blue also re¬ 
ceived a silver medal at the awards. 

The success has delighted the 
Eyres family, which produces its 
handmade cheese on Abertanant 
dairy farm at Llanyblodwel, near 


Oswestry. Robert Eyres, together 
with his wife Rena and sons Stu¬ 
art and Ian, decided to go into the 
cheese business to bring added 
value to the milk from the dairy 
farm. 

“The cheesemaking processes 
we use are traditional and the milk 
is from our own herd, giving our 
cheeses a true taste of Shropshire 
and the Welsh Marches region,” he 
said. 

“For every process from feeding 
the calves and cows, looking after 
the animals and the land, right 
through to making the award-win¬ 


ning handmade cheese, a member 
of our family is there.” 

Mr Eyres said he was very ex¬ 
cited about the recent export con¬ 
tract that had been secured by the 
company. 

“We feel this is a very important 
step,” he said. 

“At the moment the price of milk 
is rock bottom and although it has 
been a long a difficult journey at 
times to get to where we are with 
the Shropshire Cheese Company, 
we are glad that only a percentage 
of our milk is sold for milk with the 
rest going into our cheese.”

Council to 
more 
funding cuts 

POWYS County Council has warned of fur¬ 
ther austerity measures after announcing 
it must find a further £47 million of fund¬ 
ing cuts by 2020 

The council said it saved £14 million of 
the £17 million target it set itself for the 
last financial year. 

But it warned of further cuts to public 
services as it bids to reach the target set 
for 2020. 

Councillor Wynne Jones, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for finance, said: “We set ourselves a 
target of saving of more than £17m during 
the year and have succeeded in delivering 
£14m - 80 per cent of target - slightly down 
on the savings percentage for the last finan¬ 
cial year. 

“The remaining 20 per cent which 
was not achieved will be carried forward 
and will have to be delivered in the year 
2015/16, along with the identified addi¬ 
tional savings. 

“The situation going forward continues 
to look extremely difficult with the council 
looking to deliver at least a further £47m 
savings through to 2020 to deliver a bal¬ 
anced budget.” 

Councillor Jones added that Powys 
County Council achieved a small under¬ 
spend against its budget for the last finan¬ 
cial year. 

He said the £242m budget for the 2014/15 
financial year, which was supported by £7m 
from specific and general reserve, was un¬ 
derspent by £282,000 at the end of the fi¬ 
nancial year. 


CAMPAIGNERS have vowed to carry on their fight to stop housing 
being built close to Oswestry’s iron age hill fort - despite a govern¬ 
ment inspector deciding in favour of the land being designated for 
housing. 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hill Fort campaign has made a defiant prom¬ 
ise to continue protesting against plans for 117 homes on land off Whittington 
Road. 

Government Inspector Claire Sherratt has ignored pleas for the land to be taken out 

- ol SAMdev, Shropshire Council s blueprint 

for future development in the county. 

Hill fort campaigners posting on their 
Facebookpage said: “This latest staggering 
rejection of public opinion and of the over¬ 
whelming heritage argument against devel¬ 
opment has only fuelled our determination 
to fight on - as hard and long as it takes.” 

The Hands Off Old Oswestry Hill Fort 
group says it is now looking at the best way 
to object during the six-week public consul¬ 
tation that runs until July 13. 

One of the objectors Maggie Rowlands, 
said: “We we are doomed to see the en¬ 
croachment of the historic landscape at 
the foot of the hill fort by twee suburban 
houses, with their street lights and pitched 
roofs and roads which no longer follow his¬ 
toric routes, blocking out views to and from 
the hill fort and reducing Oswestry’s tour¬ 
ism potential. 

“I am outraged that a system which 
trumpets localism and consultation has 
ignored a petition from 8,000-plus people, 
the opposition from local councils and oppo¬ 
sition from archaeologists including those 
who are the best in their field.” 

Two plots of land closer to the hill fort 
had already been removed from the coun¬ 
cil’s list of sites where housing could take 
place including one where it was suggested 
that old farm buildings could be converted 
to dwellings. 

In her list of SAMdev modifications the 
inspector says that a masterplan is re¬ 
quired for the development of the Whitting¬ 
ton Road site and it should follow various 
design principles. 

Those principles include that the devel¬ 
opment should be designed to allow views 
and glimpses of the hill fort from within 
the site. 

And she says a landscape plan will be re¬ 
quired to design a lbuffer along the north¬ 
ern and eastern boundaries of the site, to 
create a clear settlement boundary between 
the built form and open countryside. 

The landscape buffer should retain im¬ 
portant views to and from the hill fort, in¬ 
cluding from Whittington Road.

Milner said having such a large shop open¬ 
ing in the area would give a boost to Cross 
Street. 

It comes after several attempts were 
made to find a new use for the cinema 
building. The cinema closed in 1994. In re¬ 
cent years the building has had a variety 
of uses. 

Among the long term ideas suggested for 
the building has been a venue for the arts. 

Councillor Milner said: “Having one of 
Oswestry’s iconic buildings, The Regal 
Cinema, opening again as a retail store in 
Cross Street will not only be encouraging 
but good news for the town. 

“Most of the cinema building has now 
been empty for years and to have it opening 
again can only be good for the town centre, 
with the entrance being located in Cross 
Street. 

“Hopefully this may encourage other re¬ 
tail outlets to come to our town and take 
over the few other empty shops in that 
area. 

“It’s good that’s going to be opening up 
and creating new jobs for the town, espe¬ 
cially in that location. 

“I hope it will bring new people in as well 
to the empty units.” 

The town council has been trying to 
address the issue of empty shops in Cross 
Street for several months after complaints 
about the appearance of the street. 

Councillors wrote to the agents of the 
empty units in a bid to try to spur on the 
re-letting of some of the shops and received 
replies from two agents with pledges that 
the buildings would be tidied up with a 
view to being re-let. 

A spokesman for The Original Factory 
Shop said its plans have not yet been con¬ 
firmed but that the shop is likely to open 
in mid-July. 

The company will be taking on more staff 
closer to the opening date, the spokesman 
said. The Original Factory Shop offers de¬ 
partment store items including clothes, 
shoes, gifts, toys, home ware and electrical 
products. 


EMPLOYMENT in Mid Wales could be 
given a major boost as part of a council-led 
local plan for the next 21 years. 

Powys County Council wants to set up 
Local Growth Zones to help encourage and 
support jobs and growth within the county 
as part of its blueprint for future develop¬ 
ment. 

Three zones will be established in the 
Severn Valley. One will cover Welshpool, 
Newtown and Llanidloes, a second will be 
set up for Rhayader, Llandrindod Wells and 
Builth Wells, and a third will cover Brecon, 
Bronllys, Talgarth and Ystradgynlais. 

In its draft deposit local plan, the council 
said that to meet the needs of Powys up to 
2026 there will have to be 5,519 homes built 
including open market and affordable hous¬ 


ing, gypsy and traveller accommodation and 
other specialist housing needs. 

Just under 49 hectares of employment 
and economic development land is also 
needed as well as retail, tourism, recreation, 
infrastructure, services and other needs. 

But the council has warned that the 
county does not need more large scale shop¬ 
ping development and that small village 
shops must be protected.Consultation on 
the Deposit Powys Local Development Plan 
will run from Monday to June 20 and will in¬ 
clude exhibitions on Monday at the Gwalia 
in Llandrindod Wells and on Wednesday at 
Neuadd Maldwyn in Welshpool from 11am 
to 7pm. During the consultation period all 
documentation will be available to view at 
www.powys.gov.uk/ldp

BREEZE ABOUT 
TOWN 


Britain is bursting at the seams 
with the number of vehicles on 
the roads increasing by more 
than 10 million in the past two 
decades. Figures for 2014 reveal 
there were 40 per cent more ve¬ 
hicles on our roads than in 1994, 
with motor manufacturers claim¬ 
ing soaring sales figures as the 
industry comes out of recession. 

There is also a theoiy that the 
increase has been driven by a 
huge rise in delivery vans on our 
roads because of the internet 
shopping boom. The Society of 
Motor Manufacturers and Trad¬ 
ers says a home delivery boom 
had resulted in almost 100,000 
vans being registered in the first 
three months of 2015 -22.3 per 
cent up on that period in 2014. 

It said 108,456 commercial 
vehicles were registered in the 
quarter. That is the highest num¬ 
ber of vans sold since the trade 
body began compiling figures 
in 1987. And I think I saw most 
of those vehicles on a 320mile 
round trip to Luton Airport last 
week. The outward journey was 
bad enough, taking over four 
hours - but the five hour return 
journey was a nightmare with the 
Ml, M6 and M54 all closed at 
various times. But it’s not just the 
motorways, our A and B roads 
are struggling too. On Monday 
what used to be a 40 minute 
trip from Welshpool to Wrexham 
took over an hour - and that’s 
now the norm. Something sim¬ 
ply has to be done to improve 
our motorway networks yet I’m 
sure I didn’t hear the crisis men¬ 
tioned once during the recent 
General Election campaign. We 
need more tarmac and we need 
it quickly or the UK will grind to 
a halt. 

What cheered me up this week 
was news that on-the-spot fines 
for littering are to increase and 
councils are to get more powers 
to tackle fly-tipping. 

Environment Secretary Liz 
Truss wants to double fines for 
litter dropping to £150 and give 
councils new on-the-spot fine 
powers for fly-tipping rather than 
costly prosecutions through the 
courts. Nothing winds me up 
more than seeing our streets 
and countryside desecrated with 
bottles and food wrappers. 

Distressed parents who did 
not receive the ashes of their 
babies after they were cremat¬ 
ed at Emstrey Crematorium at 
Shrewsbury are to receive apol¬ 
ogies from Shropshire Council - 
but is that enough? 

An inquiry into infant crema¬ 
tions at the Emstrey found that 
the techniques it used between 
1996 and 2012 meant there were 
no ashes from the cremation of 
children under a year old that 
could be returned to families. If I 
was one of more than 50 families 
affected an apology would nev¬ 
er be enough to satisfy the hurt 
and anger these revelations have 
caused.

Veteran councillor still 
keen to serve community 


Councillor David Lloyd is 
happy to keep working 
hard for the community.

HE has served local govern¬ 
ment for more than half a cen¬ 
tury - but David Lloyd is still 
passionate about campaigning 
and working for Shropshire’s 
future. 

At the age of 83 he has just agreed 
to continue for another term as the 
speaker of Shropshire Council and 
as councillor for Gobowen, Selattyn 
and Weston Rhyn. 

He also serves on several committees 
on the unitary authority and is a regu¬ 
lar visitor to his parish council,where he 
began his involvement in 1964. 

During his 51 years in local govern¬ 
ment he has been mayor of the old 
Oswestry Borough Council, chairman 
of Shropshire Health Authority and a 
Conservative candidate for both the Eu¬ 
ropean and the United Kingdom Parlia¬ 
ments as well as being awarded an MBE. 

Protect 

Councillor Lloyd shows no signs of 
slowing down either, saying he wants to 
protect Shropshire from the wrong type 
of development, to see Britain produce 
more of its own food - and to encourage 
more young people to become involved in 
local government and politics. 

He was only 33 when he was co-opted 
onto the Selattyn and Gobowen Parish 
Council. 

“As a journalist I reported on many 
council meetings and realised that you 
can make more of a difference in the 
council that on the outside,” he said. 

He managed to combine his role as a 
councillor with his career in journalism

and the media. It was the latter that 
saw him being awarded an MBE, for his 
work during the foot and mouth crisis 
that hit Shropshire in 1967. 

He was working for the National 
Farmers’ Union, something close to 
his heart as a son of a farming family. 
When the first case of foot and mouth 
hit Oswestry it quickly turned into a 
national crisis. 

Media 

Receiving media calls from all over 
the world he went down to the com¬ 
mand centre at Oswestry Police Sta¬ 
tion to find out information and ended 
up fronting the global media exercise 
often working round the clock. 

He said: “I shall never forget that 
time. 

“The countryside shut down, it was 


silent. There were no cows to be heard, 
no sheep. 

“Oswestry was a ghost town and 
when you drove up to the high ground 
in Pant all you could see were flames 
across the Shropshire plain as the cattle 
were burned.” 

He was elected to Oswestry Borough 
Council in 1976 and Shropshire County 
Council in 1977 and one of his proud¬ 
est times was serving as mayor to the 
former in 1985, seeing it as an honour 
for both himself and his late wife, Joan. 

“She was a shy person but did so 
much, taking calls for me and often 
able to pass on advice herself because 
she took an interest in the councils,” 
he said. 

“She was like a shadow councillor - 
we made a very good team, a double 
act.” 

Another important time was when 


he served as the county representative 
on Shropshire Health Authority and the 
West Midlands Regional Health Author¬ 
ity. 

When chairman of the SHA from 1990 
to 1996 he found himself mending fences 
between the two bodies and levering 
desperately needed money from the re¬ 
gional board. 

“Shropshire was in a financial mess 
with a £2million deficit a massive sum 
20 years ago,” he said. 

He also oversaw the beginnings of 
changes to mental health care. 

“Shelton Hospital was almost Dick¬ 
ensian at that time and we were able to 
close the larger wards and provide some¬ 
thing more human in their place.” 

His forays into national politics 
proved unsuccessful losing to Labour’s 
Ann Clwyd in the Euro elections and the 
then president of Plaid Cymru Dafydd 
Elis Thomas as Conservative parlia¬ 
mentary candidate in Meirionnydd Nant 
Conwy in 1983. 

“I have no regrets, I thoroughly en¬ 
joyed the campaigning and was up 
against formidable opposition,” he said. 

In fact he says he has enjoyed every 
chapter of his time in local government - 
including his role today as speaker. 

“Fairness is the key and if I can evoke 
a smile, so much the better. I stick to 
the rules but I do have discretion and if 
needed I will use it. I enjoy a good debate 
and am keen to ensure that everyone has 
the chance to get involved,” he added. 

“I think we should encourage more 
public participation, particularly from 
younger people. Perhaps we need to 
look at social media as well as our youth 
parliament. 

“Our battle today is with planning. I 
understand there is an urgent need for 
more housing, but we have a duty to de¬ 
fend our countryside and we also have to 
produce our own food. 

“There may well come a time when 
the people in the new houses will have to 
depend on places like Shropshire much 
more for their food.” 



WORKING 
FOR YOU 


Since my last Chronicle col¬ 
umn, Westminster has been 
dominated by the Queen’s 
Speech. 

The event is an extravagan¬ 
za of pomp and history that we 
British do better than anywhere 
else in the world. Rather than 
crowd into the Debating Cham¬ 
ber, I prefer to stand outside to 
welcome Her Majesty, and her 
entourage of royal carriages and 
magnificent horses. 

It’s a truly spectacular sight. 

But the real significance of this 
year’s Queen’s Speech is that it 
outlines the programme of work 
that we will be debating through 
the early stages of the first Con¬ 
servative Government since 
1997. 

One of the first issues in the 
‘Gracious Speech’ (which is 
how we MPs by tradition refer to 
it) will be to pass a law to bring 
forward a referendum on wheth¬ 
er the United Kingdom should 
remain a part of the European 
Union. 

I had thought this would be 
highly contentious, but Labour 
has reversed its previous stance, 
and now supports an In/Out ref¬ 
erendum. 

So it will almost certainly hap¬ 
pen. It could even happen as 
early as next May, though I do 
not personally consider this to 
be sensible. It’s a very big deal 
for the UK, and for the EU. 

We should not rush into what 
will be the most important de¬ 
bate during this five year Parlia¬ 
ment. 

There’s many other big issues 
for debate as well over the next 
few months. Relevant to the 
Chronicle’s readership will be 
future Government approach to 
onshore wind farms. 

My view is that no onshore 
wind farm that does not already 
have planning permission should 
receive any Government subsi¬ 
dy. 

It’s what many of those who 
voted Conservative expect, and 
it’s what I expect to happen. 

If this becomes Government 
policy, we will be in a far bet¬ 
ter position to kill off National 
Grid’s utterly appalling propos¬ 
als to desecrate the landscapes 
of Montgomeryshire and North 
Shropshire. 

Inevitably there are some pro¬ 
posals in the Queen’s Speech 
that I am less sure about. 

One issue that has featured, 
but without being included as a 
specific bill, is the idea of estab¬ 
lishing a British Bill of Rights. 

Personally, I can see real diffi¬ 
culty with this issue, and a dan¬ 
ger of doing great harm to Brit¬ 
ain’s reputation for justice and 
fairness across the world. 

But overall, the Queen’s 
Speech is a strong platform for 
a Conservative Government to 
create a strong and successful 
Britain.

SHOULD I SET UP A DIFFERENT TYPE OF CONTRACT FOR OVERSEAS CUSTOMERS? 

Q: I own a company that has been trading in this region for many years. Until now we have only traded in the UK but last year we decided 
to try and widen our horizons as we have been struggling due to the recession. Following a fierce marketing campaign and with the help of 
some good business connections we are currently tendering for an overseas contract. As this will be our first venture into export marketing I 
am wondering whether we can use the same contract that we use for our UK clients, or do we need to set up a new agreement? 

A: When dealing with export sales, unless you are prepared to negotiate contracts with each buyer, it would be a good idea to incorporate 
International Commerce Terms (incoterms) into your standard agreement. Incoterms are internationally recognised standard terms 
maintained by the International Chamber of Commerce that relate to the costs, risks and practical arrangements of the sale of goods. 
Consequently, because incoterms are internationally recognised, they are very useful for cross border trade. 

There are a number of incoterms and it is important that you select the right one. It is also important to ensure that it has been properly 
incorporated into your agreement and to make the specific details, such as the description of the goods and the delivery address, as precise 
as possible. 

Whilst incoterms undoubtedly assist those companies which are venturing into international trade, they do not cover everything that a good 
agreement should cover. For example, incoterms do not cover limitation of liability, payment terms, intellectual property issues or the country 
in which any dispute will be resolved. It would therefore be commercially practical for you to seek legal advice from a reputable commercial 
lawyer before setting up any contracts for overseas clients.

Consequences of financial mistakes 


IT should be remembered that while Gor¬ 
don Brown eventually took some action to 
help avert the financial crisis in Europe, by 
2010 we were suffering the consequences 
of his dramatic increase in public spending 
and several financial blunders. 

On July 14 1998 after initially sticking to 
the strict curbs on public spending that he 
had inherited from the Tories he was now 
preparing to let rip. 

By 1997, public spending stood at £322 
billion. Ten years later, after Brown’s 1998 
Comprehensive Spending Review, it stood 
at over £600 billion. 

The public sector exploded in every di¬ 


rection. A year or two after the start of the 
spending spree the King’s Fund noted that 
the number of managers in the NHS had 
risen by 66 per cent - much faster than the 
numbers of new doctors and nurses. 

By 2010 the public sector had become so 
swollen that it accounted for 52 per cent of 
our economy, up from 36 per cent in a dec¬ 
ade. That left the other 48 per cent to foot a 
barely imaginable bill - at a time when the 
private sector was shrinking with each new 
tax and regulation laid upon it. 

Among Brown’s worst blunders are: 

1. Taxing dividends made to pension 
funds, thereby taking £5 billion a year from 


people who had worked hard and were 
looking forward to a decent pension. 

2. Selling our gold reserves. Considered 
by economic advisers to be ill-timed due to 
the slump in the price of gold which was 
further exacerbated by such a major sell-off 
driving the price down still further. 

3. The system of financial regulation di¬ 
viding powers between the Treasury, the 
Bank of England and the Financial Ser¬ 
vices Authority, established by Brown in 
2000, missed what amounted to the biggest 
financial crisis of our time.

Man sorry for 
drinks offence 

A YOUNG man has apologised to 
magistrates for his “stupidity” in 
driving while drunk. 

Lloyd Dafydd Meredith admitted 
drink driving on the A490 in Lla- 
nfyllin. He appeared at Welshpool 
Magistrates Court on Tuesday after 
being arrested on May 10 following a 
breath test which showed he had 84 
microgrammes of alcohol in 100ml of 
breath. 

Meredith, 25, of Criggion Close, 
Four Crosses, was banned from driv¬ 
ing for 17 months. Helen Tench, pros¬ 
ecuting, said police on patrol in their 
car had seen Meredith’s car reverse 
out of a parking space without its 
lights on. 

She said they flashed their lights at 
him but he drove off without putting 
his lights on. 

Meredith, who represented himself, 
admitted drink driving and apologised 
to the court. 

He said: “It was stupidity and I’m 
sorry.” 

Magistrates fined him £280 and im¬ 
posed £263 in charges and costs. 

Thousands raised 
for quake victims 

CHURCHES across Oswestry have 
sent almost £3,000 to support relief 
efforts in Nepal following the two dev¬ 
astating earthquakes. 

An initial collection following the 
first earthquake in April brought in 
£1,021. Following the second earth¬ 
quake Albert Road Church collected 
£725 which it sent via Tearfund, while 
Horeb Church, Seion Church and Cor¬ 
nerstone Baptist Church also sent in 
contributions of hundreds of pounds 
from their congregations. 

And Our Lady and Saint Oswald’s 
Catholic Church raised more than 
£700 which it sent via CAFOD.

THREE potential sites for new 
traffic lights and crossings have 
been found in Oswestry. 

Members of the town council’s de¬ 
velopment and planning committee 
were asked to look at ways to improve 
safety for pedestrians in the residen¬ 
tial areas of the town centre. 

Councillors agreed urgent changes 
needed to be made to the area around Roft 
Street, where the town’s Central Car Park 
exits out into the residential streets. 

Suggestions were put forward by Coun¬ 
cillor John Gareth Jones for the street to 
be made one-way from the junction with 
Salop Road to the junction with Stewart 
Road, near the car park exit. 

Calls were made for a pedestrian crossing 
or traffic lights at the junction to make it 
safer for pedestrians and for traffic. 

Members agreed to refer the matter to 
Shropshire Council’s highways department 
as a priority and asked for a suitable loca¬ 
tion for a pedestrian crossing to be looked 
at. The committee meeting also heard that 
complaints had been made over the safety 
of the crossroads of Church Street, Upper 
Church Street, Upper Brook Street and 
Lower Brook Street. 

Shropshire Council engineers have vis¬ 
ited the site to look at the traffic lights, 
some of which aren’t visible once vehicles 
cross into the centre of the junction. 

The councillors were also asked to con¬ 
sider the junction of Salop Road and Vic¬ 
toria Road, in the light of plans for a new 
supermarket. Members agreed to ask 
Shropshire Council to monitor the roads 
there and to refer the findings to the high¬ 
ways department. 


A COURSE is being laid on to teach 
life-saving skills including how to 
use a defibrillator to people from all 
walks of life. 

Oswestry Cambrian Rotary club 
will be hosting the British Heart 
Foundation “Heartstart” commu¬ 
nity first aid session, run by the 
West Midlands Ambulance Service’s 


community responders in Oswestry. 
The course will last for two hours 
and will be very practical. Attend¬ 
ees will learn how to recognise a 
heart attack, how to carry out CPR 
on casualties of all ages, and how to 
treat unconsciousness, choking and 
severe bleeding. 

It will take place on Saturday 


at Oswestry Fire Station, Mount 
Street, starting at 10am. There is no 
charge but attendees will be asked 
to make a donation towards the 
Oswestry Community Responders. 

A second course in using a defibril¬ 
lator will be run a few weeks later.

Officers in 
campaign to 
cut down 
drink-driving 

A CRACKDOWN on drink and drug 
drivers has been launched by police in 
Shropshire and Mid Wales. 

Both West Mercia Police and Dy- 
fed-Powys Police say they will step 
up proactive patrols over the coming 
weeks as part of the Summer Drink 
Drive campaign. 

Last year, Dyfed-Powys Police 
carried out 5,535 tests during the 
month-long campaign, with 88 testing 
positive. The Safer Roads Partnership 
in Warwickshire and West Mercia said 
officers in the region breathalysed 
2,777 motorists, with 180 testing pos¬ 
itive. Over the past three years, 118 
people have been killed or seriously 
injured in West Mercia as a result of 
collisions involving drink or drugs. 

Vicki Barstow, spokeswoman for 
the Safer Roads Partnership, said the 
force is particularly concerned about 
motorists aged between 17 and 30. 

She said just over 64 per cent of 
drivers involved in collisions caus¬ 
ing death or serious injury involving 
drink or drugs were in the age group, 
with 87 per cent being male. 

“During the summer months, we 
all enjoy the longer evenings but this 
often puts people in situations where 
they may be drinking more than usual 
including barbecues, local pub gar¬ 
dens and festivals,” she said. 

“Our campaign aims to highlight 
the fact that mixing drinking and 
driving simply isn’t worth the risk. 

“Our message is very simple. If 
you’re driving, don’t drink any alco¬ 
hol at all. Alcohol affects everyone 
very differently and any amount can 
impair your ability to drive. The only 
safe option is to avoid alcohol com¬ 
pletely if you are driving, as even ‘just 
one drink’ could put you over the 
limit.”

Peace celebrations will 
be held in town's park

THE peace celebrations which 
followed the end of the First 
World War will be re-enacted in 
Oswestry in 2019. 

A day of celebrations in Cae Glas 
Park, in the centre of the town, will 
be organised to coincide with the cen¬ 
tenary of the end of the war —which 
officially did not come to an end until 
June 1919. 

Town Councillor Sandy Best, who is also 
a keen local historian, said she came up 
with the idea after finding a leaflet for the 
original celebrations in the town archives. 

She said: “The programme had a number 
of races, tennis, bowls and music. It started 
in the morning and went through different 
races of different lengths. There was a list 
of the music being played by a band. 

“I got incredibly excited about this and 
the centenary is such an important occa¬ 
sion to celebrate that it would be really ex¬ 
citing to re-enact the celebrations.” 

Oswestry Town Council agreed at its re¬ 
cent amenities meeting to support the cel¬ 
ebrations. Councillor Chris Stokes said he 
fully supported the idea. 

He said: “I think it’s a wonderful idea. It 
helps to promote Oswestry and I think we 
should get behind Councillor Best on this 
one” Councillor Best said she envisioned 
the 2019 celebrations to be held in the July 
to coincide with the centenary commemora¬ 
tions. The original peace celebrations took 
place on July 19, 1919 in Cae Glas Park. 

“We’ve got plenty of time to organise it,” 
she said. “But I think after four years of cel¬ 
ebrating different aspects of war it would 
be really good to celebrate peace.” 


Chick hatches at nature reserve

THE first osprey chick of the year 
has been born at a nature reserve in 
Powys. 

Ospreys Monty and Glesni have 
a nest at the site near Machynlleth, 
which is looked after by the Dyfi Os¬ 
prey Project, and for the first time 
this year had laid three eggs. 

The first one hatched on Friday 


morning last week, watched by 300 
visitors who had made the trip to the 
visitor centre nearby to watch the 
hatching as it happened. 

Emyr Evans from the Dyfi Osprey 
project said the hatching had taken 
place exactly as predicted. 

He said: “Sometimes nature can 
be so unpredictable, yet at other 


times, you can almost set your watch 
to it. Monty and Glesni arrived back 
from migration exactly on time, laid 
eggs exactly when we’d expect them 
too and bang on 37 days later, the 
first chick hatches from the first egg 
laid.” 

It is not yet known whether the 
chick is male or female. 


Hospitalson 
target with 
their cancer 
wait times 

THE trust which runs Shropshire’s 
two acute hospitals hit all of its tar¬ 
gets for cancer waiting times last year. 

Performance has been improving 
consistently over recent months, with 
improvements in performance in 
each quarter for the last year at The 
Shrewsbury and Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust’s Royal Shrewsbury Hos¬ 
pital and the Princess Royal Hospital 
in Telford. 

During 2014/2015, 85.23 per cent of 
patients received their first treatment 
within 62 days of an urgent GP refer¬ 
ral - the target is 85 per cent - and 
92.24 per cent of patients received 
their first treatment after being re¬ 
ferred following screening, the target 
is 90 per cent. 

GPs referred 17,045 patients to the 
trust with a suspected cancer diag¬ 
nosis and 94.76 per cent of these pa¬ 
tients received their first appointment 
within the two-week target. 

Jackie Davies, cancer performance 
manager at the trust, said: “The can¬ 
cer services team has been working 
closely with colleagues across our care 
groups and centres to ensure that all 
patients have access to timely cancer 
care. 

“Working hand-in-hand with our 
colleagues in other departments, we 
ensure that patients are seen in a 
timely fashion at every stage of their 
treatment.” 

Jessica Hancox, lead cancer nurse 
at the trust, added: “This level of per¬ 
formance is a great achievement for 
the trust. I hope this will reassure 
anyone referred to our hospitals with 
a suspected cancer diagnosis that 
they will receive prompt, effective, 
patient-centred care from staff who 
ensure our patients are at the heart 
of all they do.”

Laundry theory 
behind blaze 

OIL-SOAKED laundry is believed to 
have caused a fire which led to a hotel 
being evacuated. 

The fire at Moreton Park Hotel at 
Gledrid, near Chirk, is one of a num¬ 
ber of puzzling blazes which fire safety 
experts say may have been started in 
laundry in a tumble dryer. 

Paul Fulgoni, an officer with 
Shropshire Fire and Rescue Service’s 
prevention and protection team, be¬ 
lieves in many of the cases being in¬ 
vestigated the laundry may have been 
washed and tumble-dried, and then 
packed away before it had cooled prop¬ 
erly. No-one from Moreton Park Hotel 
was available to comment. 

Six people suffered smoke inhala¬ 
tion following the fire at the hotel on 
May 17. The hotel was evacuated after 
the fire broke out on the first floor at 
2.45pm, and people were not allowed 
back into their rooms until 6pm. 

Mr Fulgoni said: “The danger arises 
when items like tea cloths and towels 
that may be soaked in vegetable oil 
are washed but oil residue remains 
afterwards.” 

Caring youngsters 
sell their toys 

SCHOOLCHILDREN have been sell¬ 
ing their toys to raise funds for Nepal 
after seeing the devastation caused by 
the recent earthquakes. 

The pupils from Moreton First 
School near Weston Rhyn asked teach¬ 
ers how they could help and then de¬ 
cided to donate their toys and organise 
a toy sale in the school hall. 

Catherine Ford, head of Moreton 
First, said: “Each term we have a 
whole school topic focusing on a differ¬ 
ent country, its culture and traditions. 
Typically they were very keen to get 
involved, thus the idea of the toy sale 
was born.” 


Junior bowls club will 
be established in town

A JUNIOR bowls club will be 
set up in Oswestry following the 
success of community games in 
the town. 

The move was sparked by the popu¬ 
larity of the game with children dur¬ 
ing the Oswestry Community Games 
held in 2013 and 2014. 

Following the first event, two sets of jun¬ 
ior bowls were bought by the town council, 
but organisers had to borrow a further 10 
sets from Newport Bowls Club owing to the 
demand expected. 

Now Clive Knight, organiser of the 
games, is hoping to set up a juniors club 
based on the bowling green in Cae Glas 
Park in the centre of Oswestry in associa¬ 
tion with Oswestry Team Tennis. 

He said: “This idea came from the Com¬ 
munity Games which were set up in 2013. 
We had extensive use of the bowling green 
during those events, particularly with the 
juniors.We had over 100 juniors on the 
green over the previous Community Games 
days. If we can get so many youngsters in¬ 
terested then we can increase participation 
on the bowling green. 

“This is a simple idea and could get a 
lot of people using the green. If for each of 
those juniors there was an adult as well it 
could be very good for the green.” 

Mr Knight said he hopes the club will be 
running in time for this year’s Community 
Games on September 20. 

The green would be open free of charge 
for juniors on certain days. 

Set up costs are expected to be about 
£1,000, which would cover equipment, 
training a coach, insurance, affiliation fees 
and other expenses.

Scandalover 
baby ashes 
leads to call 
for changes 

A NATIONWIDE overhaul of regu¬ 
lations governing baby cremations is 
needed following an inquiry into the 
baby ashes scandal at Shrewsbury’s 
crematorium. 

That was the verdict of the inquiry, 
carried out by David Jenkins, which 
was launched by Shropshire Council 
last year after it emerged that for 
17 years parents had been told they 
would receive no ashes from the 
cremation of infants and babies car¬ 
ried out at Emstrey Crematorium in 
Shrewsbury. 

Among the recommendations in¬ 
cluded in the inquiry report, Mr 
Jenkins calls on the Government to 
create of a code of practice for baby 
and infant cremations, and to appoint 
an inspector to promote the code and 
“maximise the chances of the preser¬ 
vation of ashes that can be returned 
to the applicant for the cremation”. 

Mr Jenkins said he had “been 
struck by the absence of authoritative 
national guidance, other than on the 
specific issue of environmental protec¬ 
tion”. 

The inquiry also reported evidence 
that claims it would not have been 
possible to return ashes to parents 
at Emstrey between 1996 and 2012 
without breaching environmental 
guidelines. 

However, despite that, Mr Jen¬ 
kins says the manufacturers of the 
equipment used at the crematorium 
during that time say it was capable of 
returning ashes to parents, but that 
staff were not aware of the “manual 
override” required to carry out the 
procedure. 

In delivering his inquiry report, Mr 
Jenkins said there had been 51 crema¬ 
tions at Emstrey where parents had 
not received ashes.

HOUSEHOLDS in Mid Wales are 
being urged to step up recycling 
efforts by another notch - de¬ 
spite meeting strict targets. 

The Welsh Assembly imposes the 
targets on Powys County Council each 
year, and the county achieved the 52 
per cent target for March. 

But to avoid penalties, the council will 
have to ensure residents hit 58 per cent by 
this time next year. 

Councillor John Powell, Powys County 
Council cabinet member for environment 
and sustainability, said: “We would like to 
thank all our residents and traders that are 
using the recycling services for their efforts 
to date. However, the council needs to im¬ 
prove its recycling rate further as there is 
still too much rubbish going to landfill. 

“This is a very expensive option for coun¬ 
cil tax payers which can be avoided if Powys 
residents make an effort to reduce, re-use 
and recycle their rubbish wherever possi¬ 
ble.” He added: “But the tweak to collec¬ 
tions from June 1 as to what can and can’t 
be recycled is sure to confuse households 
once again. Bubble wrap and other plastics 
such as magazine wrappers can no longer 
be collected due to cost. 

“We have also been reviewing the materi¬ 
als that we collect to ensure that we recover 
as high a quality recyclate as possible. The 
higher quality the material we collect the 
more income we will generate and less costs 
will be incurred during its recovery. 

“One of the materials that causes great 
difficulties is plastic film. It is extremely 
difficult to find a market for, and also adds 
additional cost to the sorting process, for 
very little benefit.”

Mikey has 
success at 
big archery 
competition 

A WOUNDED ex-serviceman has 
made a stunning debut on to the 
international archery competition 
scene, taking a gold and bronze med¬ 
al at the para world-ranking archery 
tournament in Holland. 

Former Lance Corporal Mikey 
Hall, from St Martins, near Oswestry, 
made a very strong start to his inter¬ 
national archery career as part of the 
open compound men’s team competi¬ 
tion alongside GB team mates John 
Stubbs and Nathan MacQueen. The 
GB team saw off Russia’s challenge 
225-221 to take the bronze medal. 

In the individual competition, 
Mikey went two better, winning the 
gold medal in the open compound 
men’s category, with a two point win 
over Italy’s Matteo Bonacina - a sig¬ 
nificant achievement at his first in¬ 
ternational competition representing 
Great Britain. 

Mikey, 39, was left paralysed from 
the chest down after an accident on 
an army assault course, breaking his 
neck and back in numerous places. 

But he used Help for Heroes’ Sports 
Recovery programme to recover, par¬ 
ticularly archery, for which he was 
already a qualified coach. 

He now uses a compound bow, 
which is a short bow ideal for target 
shooting and easier to use when in a 
wheelchair, and competes in the open 
compound men category for wheel¬ 
chair competitors with normal func¬ 
tion in their arms. Last year he was 
selected to spend 10 days in Sochi as 
part of the British Paralympic Asso¬ 
ciation’s Paralympic Inspiration Pro¬ 
gramme and he was talent spotted 
for archery and pistol shooting after 
taking part in a skills test event at 
the Help for Heroes Phoenix House 
Recovery Centre in Yorkshire.

Thursday. 

People can bid for a small number of 
balloons, including one shaped like a mo¬ 
torbike, as well as factory equipment and 
tools. 

Mr Lindstrand, who now specialises in 
tethered HiFlyers and SkyFlyers and in¬ 
flatable buildings at his Lindstrand Tech¬ 
nology headquarters, has already started 
hiring some of the 19 people who lost their 
jobs and says he is going back into balloon 
making. 

But he said he was unlikely to buy equip¬ 
ment at the auction. 

He said: “Lindstrand Technologies is 
doing well, we have the best order books on 
record and we have already recruited eight 
staff this year. 

“I have already had a lot of interest from 
potential buyers for my new hot air bal¬ 
loons.” 

The auction list includes three 4x4 vehi¬ 
cles and several trailers as well as a balloon 
transporter on rubber tracks and a fork lift 
truck.

Mystery of man who 
may have been a spy 


Alice and Herbert Key with their children 

01 - somebody’s stolen my grave! 

Delving into family history can turn up all 
sorts of interesting and unexpected stories, as 
the information discovered by Tom Commins of 
Newport about his ancestors has shown. 

His great-grandfather was Herbert Key, from Ec¬ 
cleshall, who was born on January 9, 1869, and fought 
in both the Boer War and the Great War, only to come 
home and die of TB in 1918. He is buried at Eccleshall 
church. 

“When he died my great-grandmother Alice Key 
bought a double grave so they could be together. But 
by some mistake someone else was, and is, buried on 
top of him. 

“So great-gran remarried and bought another grave 
in Eccleshall church. She was a very talented lady and 
could play every instrument. She conducted at the 
Grand Theatre in Wolverhampton and died aged 84 on 
March 24, 1957,” said Tom 

Alice lived at Brookside Cottage, High Offley, and be¬ 
came Alice Horsey on her second marriage. She had six 
children from the first marriage. 

“When she died she had a prepaid funeral saying 
what flowers and hymns she wanted. I also believe it 
was by invitation only. Her son Albert, my granddad, 
was posted to Ireland for his National Service where 
he met my gran, who was in an orphanage because her 
mother died in childbirth and her dad was in the navy. 

“Gran would not leave her brothers and sisters as 
she was the eldest, so granddad got custody of them 
and brought them all back to England so he could 
marry my gran. 

“Then my gran’s father’s ship docked in Spain where 
he met a French girl. One night he dressed her up as a 
cabin boy and smuggled her on board. The ship even¬ 
tually docked in America where they jumped ship and 
got married.” 

See what we mean about interesting and unexpected 
stories. 

Tom thinks the old family home was in High Off¬ 
ley, and that his grandfather always loved to go to The 
Brown Jug in High Offley for a drink. 


WAS he a spy? Or just a 
doom-monger? 

Robert Faulconbridge, who is now 
91, never got to find out. But he does 
know that that wartime colleague at a 
Shrewsbury firm cycled off from the 
works on his break one lunchtime and 
was never seen again. 

It is a story that he tells in his new book, 
called “Quality First”, which is about the 
Chatwood Safe Company at Harlescott, 
where Mr Faulconbridge had started work 
in 1938 as an appentice fitter. 

As the name suggests, the firm made 
bank safes and security equipment like 
strong rooms, but even before the outbreak 
of the war it was also making munitions 
and military components. 

Mr Faulconbridge, who lives near Han- 
wood, tells in the book how when the war 
broke out he was moved to a munitions 
section, under foreman Bert Prout, making 
loading trays for anti aircraft guns. 

One of the workers, he recalls, had the 
peacetime occupation of commercial sales¬ 
man, and was about 30. He was pleasant 
enough, keeping himself to himself, and 
must have been in lodgings quite close as he 
regularly cycled home for his midday break. 

“Whenever there was a disaster or set¬ 
back in the fighting, he was always the one 
to bring the news,” Mr Faulconbridge says. 

“When we had a success he never ever 
mentioned it. It wasn’t just the bad tidings, 
but the manner in which he conveyed it, 
which caused such resentment and the hos¬ 
tile feeling that followed.” 

The others wondered where he was get¬ 
ting all his information from.

“Some thought it was just devilment, 
others that he must be an enemy agent, 
planted in our midst.” 

Such was the demoralising effect that 
there was a downward trend in production, 
which meant questions were asked at man¬ 
agement level. 

“Some months later our unpatriotic 
‘salesman’ put on his cycling clips and left 
the workshop as usual when the lunchtime 
hooter sounded. 

“At five minutes before 1pm we were 
anxiously waiting to hear what dreadful 
news he would bring us this fine day, but he 
didn’t return. He never returned. 

“No-one said anything, and very gradu¬ 
ally normality returned to the section, and 
production rose again. 

“Being an inquisitive youngster I asked 
the foreman what was going on, and was 
told that the police had taken him away and 
he would not be returning. 

“Just what that implied, I don’t know, but 
what I do know is that few people at the 
factory knew what had been going on, and 
those who did never spoke about that unfor¬ 
tunate affair of ‘the spy who never was’ - or 
was he? I suppose we will never know.”

Great uncle’s sacrifice remembered and appreciated 



George Darlington 


IT’S 100 years since Newport’s 
George Darlington was killed in 
action - just one of many from 
the town to have made the ulti¬ 
mate sacrifice. 

And it is a sacrifice remembered 
and appreciated by Jo Bulley, who has 
researched her great uncle’s back¬ 
ground. 

“As we celebrate 70 years since Victory 
in Europe, 100 years will have passed since 
Great Uncle George sacrificed his life. An¬ 
yone who saw the 888,246 ceramic poppies 
at the Tower of London last year can’t help 
but be moved by the enormity of lives lost 


that the poppies represented,” said Jo, who 
lives in Sandbach and whose maiden name 
was Waddilove. 

“I am proud and in equal measures sad. I 
am privileged to live in a world I’m sure he 
wouldn’t recognise. 

“He paid the ultimate sacrifice for his 
country, for our country. I will always be 
grateful and humbled by his sacrifice and 
that of his fellow soldiers.” 

George’s story is representative of many 
ordinary young men from Newport who 
served in the Great War. 

Born in the summer of 1890, he was the 
second son of Thomas and Wilhelmina Dar¬ 
lington of 4 Springfield Terrace, Newport, 
and served in the King’s Shropshire Light 


Infantry. He had joined up in 1910, and was 
deployed to France in December 194, and in 
early 1915 transferred to the Army Cycling 
Corps. 

Jo said: “He served with them until his 
death on May 10, 1915. His records say 
‘killed in action, France’. 

He has no grave, no body was recovered. 
His name is remembered on the Menin Gate 
memorial to the Missing, in Ypres, Belgium. 
He was a month off his 25th birthday when 
he was killed. He left no wife or children, 
but a grieving mother and seven siblings. 

“He was my grandma Beatrice Wad- 
dilove’s (nee Darlington) older brother.”

Family in 
appeal to 
council over 
farm estate 

A HEREFORDSHIRE farming family who 
have built a successful business have 
called for the council to safeguard the au¬ 
thority’s farm estate. 

Tenant farmers Dan Bussey and Jane Hem¬ 
ingway, of Highway Farm, Ocle Pychard, want 
to see the council-owned smallholdings kept for 
the county, as they are vital for food production, 
the economy and to help new entrants into the 
industry. 

Their family-run sheep and beef enterprise has an 
uncertain future as Herefordshire Council considers its 
options for the farm estate, including their sale. 

A decision as part of the Herefordshire County 
Smallholdings Review has been delayed. 

The NFU represents more than 27,000 tenant farm¬ 
ers across the country and has been busy speaking with 
its members about the smallholding review and lobby¬ 
ing the council over the future of the estate, made up 
of around 50 smallholdings. 

Dan and Jane moved to Highway Farm in 2010 and 
started with just two pedigree Hereford cattle, 40 
Charollais ewes and 100 Suffolk ewe lambs, and have 
built the business up since. 

Now they have a farm-assured 420-strong commer¬ 
cial flock; 50 Charollais ewes and a small herd of 15 
pedigree Hereford cattle. 

They also operate a franchise for Kelly Bronze Tur¬ 
keys, rearing 200 birds annually for the Christmas 
market. 

The business has won an assortment of local awards 
over the years and on March 25 Dan was awarded the 
Richard Evans Perpetual Memorial Trophy for the 
champion pen of lambs in McCartneys Easter fatstock 
show and sale, at Worcestershire Livestock Market. 

He said: “We really started from scratch as the farm 
was a mixed arable business growing potatoes and ce¬ 
real crops before we arrived. 

“The infrastructure and buildings needed work and 
I erected around 3,000 metres of fencing across the 70 
acres. This is our livelihood and we want to grow and 
be profitable and continue to take steps up the farming 
ladder.” 

New manager 
brings wealth 
of experience 

THE College Farm at North Shropshire 
College’s (NSC) Walford Campus has a 
new farm manager. 

Yorkshireman Stephen Elsdon brings with 
him a wealth of experience in farming, having 
been brought up on the family farm and, after 
college, working with his father and brother in 
establishing and managing a high performing 
dairy herd and farm business. 

Stephen has a vast amount of experience working 
with robotic milking machines and using them as part 
of the overall management of increasing milk yields, 
while at the same time keeping an eye on the costs in¬ 
curred. 

In this very challenging time which the dairy indus¬ 
try is in, it is all about cost of production and producing 
a litre of milk as cheaply as possible whilst at the same 
time maintaining quality. 

Different 

There are two very different dairy farming systems 
at Walford, which has two dairy herds. 

One of the herds is on the UK grassland system 
where the cows are milked through a more conven¬ 
tional herringbone (24/24) parlour, housed in cubicles 
and complete diet fed in the winter, using a paddock 
grazing system in the summer. 

The second group of cows are milked multi¬ 
ple times through a robotic milking machine, kept 
inside all year round on straw yards. 

The systems demonstrate high input and high out¬ 
put dairying and students can make their own minds 
up which will influence their decisions about which 
methods to use in the future.

tastes. 

I’m just amazed so many kids are brave 
enough to tackle these rides. I’m certainly 
pushed to my limit at Aquatica’s daunting 
Ihu’s Breakaway Falls. The set-up is sim¬ 
ple - a cylindrical, vertical-drop flume with 
twists, turns and a countdown clock. 

The trudge up to the summit of the ride 
- which, for those wanting a distraction, al¬ 
lows the chance for magnificent views of the 
Orlando landscape - is conducted in silence. 

Three participants at a time are then 
placed into solo tubes, upright and facing 
each other. As the countdown clock ticks 
away in inverse proportion to the ascend¬ 
ing heart rates, so too the tension builds. 
Then, one by one, trapdoors open under 
each flume and the twitching riders disap¬ 
pear from sight. 

Fortunately, the pace is altogether more 
tranquil across the road at Discovery Cove, 
where the Lazy Rapids represents the most 
terrifying thing in the whole park. Floating 
effortlessly like an autumn leaf on a stream, 
it’s almost possible to drift into a slumber 
as the 15-minute course loops around the 
park again and again. 

One of my highlights though, is a safari 
through Busch Gardens. I’m able to glimpse 
rare and endangered animals and learn 
about their plight at the hands of poachers. 

As our 4x4 limbers over uncertain ter¬ 
rain, my guide explains that much of his 
daily work is dedicated to educating people 
about wildlife and spreading awareness. 

There are also opportunities for close 
contact with animals. At Discovery Cove, 
I’m able to swim with dolphins, while at 
SeaWorld, I’m invited to help feed the 
stingrays. It’s my first encounter with the 
pancake-flat fish, and I find the whole expe¬ 
rience quite daunting. 

But in a week where my courage has been 
tested to new heights, I’m more than ready 
to embrace new adventures. The stingrays 
seem to enjoy it too.

PUFFING and panting, sweat dripping 
from my forehead and my backpack feel¬ 
ing heavier by the minute, I mentally cal¬ 
culate the distance to the summit. 

I’m a few kilometres away from the peak of the 
Matajur, part of the mountain range in the Ju¬ 
lian Alps bordering Italy and Slovenia. 

When I finally reach the top, 1,642m up, I’m re¬ 
warded with a magnificent view of mountain peaks 
jutting into a cloudless blue sky. I can even make out 
the distinctive Dolomites in the distance. 

But walking along slippery rock ledges, trying not to 
slide, takes muscles I never knew existed. 

My husband and I are part way through a week-long 
Hidden Italy and Slovenia holiday with Inntravel, the 
self-described “slow holiday” experts. 

I have to admit, I’m not a seasoned hiker, so the pros¬ 
pect of spending seven consecutive days trailing up and 
down mountains did seem a little daunting. But the 
idea of boosting my metabolism and soaking up some 
Vitamin D, while enjoying some fantastic scenery, did 
appeal. Fortunately, all the arrangements and little de¬ 
tails - from the flights and travel, to accommodation 
and most meals - have been taken care of. All I had to 
worry about was what to pack - and with my belong¬ 
ings transported from one town to another, there was 
no need to stress about how much to bring. 

Our journey begins in Venice, with a two-hour train 
journey to Cividale del Friuli in the foothills of the east¬ 
ern Alps in the north-east of Italy. 

During our warm-up walk, we explore the medie¬ 
val town, visiting the famous Ponte del Diavolo (The 
Devil’s Bridge) followed by a gentle sojourn crossing 
meadows, vineyards and cornfields to reach the neigh¬ 
bouring village of Sanguarzo. 

But it’s on our second day that the adventure really 
begins. We’re dropped off at 1,300m to begin our ascent 
to the Matajur summit, and after an incredible climb, 
we descend through unspoiled hamlets and villages, 
such as Livek and Irdsko. 

Eventually, we reach the Slovenian town of Kobarid 
before sunset, and arrive at the Hvala Hotel, where we 
can’t wait to soothe our aching muscles in a spa. 

The following day, we take a historical trail around 
the Alpine town, visiting preserved First World War 
dugouts, the stunningly beautiful Soca Gorge with its 
emerald green natural pool, and the Slap Kozjak wa¬ 
terfall. By now, our legs are starting to feel weary, but 
there are even more challenges yet to come. Our next 
strenuous walk heads 19.5km from Kobarid to Bovec, 
through woods, meadows and villages. 

There’s also a challenging, steep uphill hike to Slap 
Boka, where we have to scramble across scree to catch 
a glimpse of Slovenia’s mightiest waterfall with the 
highest flow rate. After seven hours of walking, we just 
want to reach our destination. 

As we approach Bovec, the four-star Dobra Vila, 
with its elegant art deco interior, is a sight for sore legs 
and muscles, and the warm welcome we receive from 
fashionable brothers Matjaz and Yuri makes the hike 
worthwhile. 

After days spent in the calm countryside, it’s a shock 
to the system to return to busy, bustling Venice for our 
journey home. It may be the jewel of northern Italy, but 
for us, Slovenia was the real crowning glory of our trip.

Holiday in Florida is 


not just for children 


IT’S funny that, while suspended 
335ft above the beautiful Flori¬ 
da skyline, I can neither see nor 
hear a single shrieking child. 

But as I sit on the edge of the world’s 
first vertical drop tower - complete 
with 90-degree tilt function - I don’t 
really notice anything that’s going on 
around me. 

Up until now, I’d convinced myself that 
Falcon’s Fury - internationally renowned 
theme park Busch Gardens’ towering cen¬ 
trepiece - would be a breeze. I’d already 
bottled it three times, but now, looking 
down at the ant-like crowds below me, 
there’s no turning back. 

Summoning an imaginary shield of cour¬ 
age, I grip tightly onto the buckle around 
my waist. I can still taste the waffles I had 
for breakfast, and I fear I may be reunited 
with them very soon. 

Surprised 

An invitation to spend the half-term 
holiday at a theme park popular with chil¬ 
dren would normally be met with a series 
of excuses from me: Sorry, I’m cleaning out 
the loft; Sorry, grandma is coming to stay; 
Sorry, there’s a Peak Practice omnibus run¬ 
ning on UK Gold. 

But I’m surprised to discover that Flor¬ 
ida’s popular theme parks are not heaving 
with small, screaming children. In fact, 
most of the ‘screaming’ appears to be com¬ 
ing from adults -including myself. 

I’m visiting Discovery Cove, SeaWorld 
and Aquatica to find out why scary rides 
and animal attractions are still just as much 
fun for adults. 

It’s not that these venues are child-free 
zones at all. In fact, during my stay, I bump 
into several school trips, as well as families 
crossing the Atlantic to enjoy a welcome bit 
of much-needed Vitamin D. 

But the parks are so vast and well laid 
out that there’s enough space for everyone. 
Like the best children’s films, laced with 
references that will have mums and dads 
nodding wryly in recognition, the USA’s 
top tourist attractions seem to cater for all 


The Grand Reef at Discovery Cove, Florida 
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IT ranks as the largest evacua¬ 
tion effort in military history, en¬ 
suring the passage of hundreds 
of thousands of allied soldiers to 
safety on British soil. 

Between May 26 and June 4, 1940, 
some 338,226 troops were rescued 
from Dunkirk harbour and its sur¬ 
rounding beaches by a hastily assem¬ 
bled fleet of more than 900 ships. 

Among them were 700 ‘little ships’ - pri¬ 
vate vessels manned by naval officers and 
volunteers - that sailed from Ramsgate to 
perform a crucial role in the rescue. I vis¬ 
ited the French port of Dunkirk as it was 
preparing to commemorate the 75th an¬ 
niversary of the evacuation - codenamed 
Operation Dynamo. The town itself was 
ravaged during the conflict, with around 90 
per cent of its buildings destroyed during 
the German occupation which lasted from 
June 4, 1940 to May 9, 1945. 

It’s my first trip to what is very much 
a typical working class northern French 
town, built around the docks that have 
played such a major role in its history. The 
large scale rebuilding job gives it a modern 
look, but step away from the bustling shops 
and busy bars of its central area and the im¬ 
pact of wartime events can still be seen in 
much of Dunkirk and its environs. 

Ten kilometres to the north-east lies the 
remnants of the Crested Eagle on Zuyd- 
coote beach near Malo les Bains. The pad¬ 
dle steamer was bombed on May 29, 1940, 
shortly after departing from Dunkirk’s 
eastern pier on its way back to Dover with 
around 600 men on board. 

Many of the men were killed in the fire, 
while others were gunned down by the 
Germans or drowned as they tried to reach 
the shore. It is estimated that 300 men lost 
their lives. 

A ceremony to commemorate the victims 
of the Crested Eagle was held at Zuydcoote 
beach last month. 

Around 20km outside Dunkirk lies La 
Plaine au Bois near Wormhoudt and Es- 
quelbecq. It is the scene of one of the most

horrific massacres of the war. On May 28, 
1940, 100 British troops - many of them 
from the West Midlands - were herded 
into a tiny barn by an elite squad of the SS 
Leibstandarte Adolf Hitler regiment. They 
were allowed one final cigarette before two 
grenades were lobbed into the barn and it 
was peppered with machine gun fire. There 
were few survivors lying among the bodies 
of the dead troops, and many of them were 
yanked out by German soldiers and shot in 
the back of the head. 

Today the site cuts a sombre setting. Sur¬ 
rounded by lush fields and country roads it 
is almost too peaceful to imagine the horrors 
that went on there. The barn has been re¬ 
built to its exact specifications and now acts 
as a memorial to those lost in the slaughter. 
A memorial at the barn reads poignantly: 
“Let us forgive. But never forget.” Back 
across the flat-as-a-pancake French coun¬ 
tryside is the 19th century Fort des Dunes 
in Leffrinckoucke. Situated around 6km 
from Dunkirk, the sprawling 50,000sq m 
site was bombed by the Germans in 1940 
and subsequently occupied by Nazi forces. 

It hosts a new exhibition until September 
19 which uses a vast archive of photographs 
to tell the story of its role as an important 
strategic hold during the conflict. 

Once I pass through its gated entrance 
it’s hard not to be impressed by the sheer 
size of the landscape ahead. A soldiers’ 
barracks built into the dunes leads on to a 
seemingly endless collection of walkways 
and partly hidden buildings. From its high¬ 
est point the site offers a stunning pano¬ 
ramic view of Dunkirk’s coastline. 

The newly renovated Musee Portuaire 
de Dunkerque, situated in a 19th century 
warehouse at 9 qaui de la Citadelle is also 
well worth a visit. The museum is set to 
host an exhibition until November 15 en¬ 
titled Four years, eleven months, five days 
- a nod to the exact duration of the German 
occupation of Dunkirk.

The delights of Dorset 

THOMAS Hardy would no doubt have 
chuckled had he looked down at his old 
Dorset pad from the great poets’ corner 
in the sky. 

Our pet dog Eddie had taken a leaf from Har¬ 
dy’s naughty terrier, Wessex, and given two visi¬ 
tors to Max Gate - Hardy’s Dorchester home for 
more than 40 years - an uncharacteristic dress¬ 
ing down for no apparent reason. 

The well-dressed couple looked unnerved by Eddie’s 
barking and quickly made a beeline for a table and 
chairs in the house’s formal gardens. 

I turned round to scold our little scamp, but was dis¬ 
armed by the trace of a smirk across his cheeky face. 
It seems the spirit of ‘Wessie’, who was allowed to ter¬ 
rorise visitors to Max Gate by an over-indulgent Hardy, 
lives on. Writers Rudyard Kipling and George Bernard 
Shaw were among several famous guests who are said 
to have suffered a painful nip to an ankle from Wessie, 
as they arrived for teatime meetings. 

But Hardy, one of Britain’s most prolific and influen¬ 
tial scribes, cared deeply for his unruly companion and 
was moved to pen at least two poems about him when 
the pooch died, aged 13. 

Wessie’s grave holds pride of place in Max Gate’s 
touching pet cemetery, with his own engraved head¬ 
stone carrying the words, The Famous Dog, Wessex. 
Faithful, unflinching. 

My wife, Carole, and I - plus Tibetan Terrier Eddie 
- are visiting the imposing Victorian house and its 
grounds on a simmering spring morning, as the 
star-studded adaptation of Hardy’s book, Far from the 
Madding Crowd, is released in cinemas. We’re keen to 
explore the delights of Dorset, where Thomas Vinter- 
berg’s film is set, before the expected stampede this 
summer. 

This little piece of English heaven has so much going 
for it, with half the county designated as an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and three-quarters of its 
coastline a World Heritage Site. 

We are based in a delightful, dog-friendly cottage 
in Litton Cheney, a few miles from Bridport and the 
county town of Dorchester (Casterbridge, to those who 
have read Madding Crowd). The village has narrow 
country lanes flanked by pretty thatched cottages and 
spring water streams leading down to a welcoming pub. 

From the terrace of our rented home for a few days, 
it’s easy to imagine the film’s sheep farmer Gabriel Oak 
(played by Matthias Schoenaerts) working in the fields 
as the beautiful heroine Bathsheba Everdene (Carey 
Mulligan) passes by on her rickety yellow wagon. 

Our cottage - which is more like a grand country 
manor house - is a world away from the draughty 
houses of Victorian times. Overlooking the village is 
the 13th century parish church of St Mary with its peal 
of eight bells occasionally adding to the birdsong and 
bleating of newborn lambs. It’s typical Hardy country. 
Just a few miles away, we visit Dorset’s most famous 
landmark, the spectacular Jurassic Coast, one of the 
richest sources of fossils in the country and prime spot 
for countless visiting school parties. 

We then continue to neighbouring Lyme Regis, nick¬ 
named the pearl of Dorset. When the sun shines, it’s 
a stunning spot to while away a few hours, with fami¬ 
lies enjoying a fine sandy beach and retirees mingling 
along the promenade. The sea front is dominated by 
The Cobb, a sweeping harbour wall made famous in 
Jane Austen’s novel Persuasion, and by Meryl Streep 
playing The French Lieutenant’s Woman in the criti¬ 
cally-acclaimed 1981 film.

A TROOP of giant multi-coloured gorillas 
will stand guard over this year’s Llangollen 
International Music Festival. 

The 10 sheet metal gorillas, standing 6ft tall and 
weighing nearly 16 stone, will go on show for the first 
time when the iconic festival of singing and dancing gets 
underway on Tuesday, July 7. 

The spectacular primates, each clutching a huge bunch 
of bananas, have been created at the British Ironwork 
Centre near Oswestry. 

After Llangollen, the gorillas will be taken on a tour of 
festivals across the UK. 

Their creator is Clive Knowles, 53, chairman of the 
British Ironwork Centre, which is supporting this year’s 
Eisteddfod. 

Last year a single giant gorilla sculpture made from 
20,000 spoons caused a sensation on the Llangollen Ei¬ 
steddfod field and Clive is expecting an even bigger reac-

tion this time. He said: “The original spoon gorilla was 
designed and created as a result of a challenge I was set 
by Uri Geller. We were making some Victorian lampposts 


for his driveway and he was visiting the site when he chal¬ 
lenged me to use spoons to make a giant gorilla. 

“Well, we managed it, and used 20,000 metal spoons 
in the process. Uri Geller came to Oswestry to unveil the 
sculpture along with Prince Michael of Kent. 

“They were both amazed and Uri Geller couldn’t be¬ 
lieve what we’d achieved. To be fair, there’s nothing quite 
like it anywhere else in the world. That sculpture was 
such a massive hit and was on TV reports around the 
world from Argentina to Zimbabwe and the US to China. 

“It’s now on a tour of hospitals and hospices all around 
the UK. So I decided to make a whole troop of gorillas, 
but out of colourful metals, and adopt the gorilla as our 
signature sculpture. All the new gorillas are made from 
sheet metal discs which are individually hand-beaten. 
I designed them; my history is in art, design and metal 
work. Each one takes six weeks to complete, we have four 
metal workers on the task, and we started making the 
troop in June of last year.”

“It’s a great example of how we can displace im¬ 
ports with products made in Britain, with cream from 
British farms, and I’m pleased to say that the impact 
of investment in butter-making is starting to have a 
significant impact on the dairy trade imbalance which 
exists in this country. 

“In the last year, our first year in butter making, im¬ 
ports dropped by 10 per cent and exports increased by 
a staggering 37 per cent.” 

Mr Ravenhill added: “We hope that by adding an¬ 
other string to our bow with quality, fresh British 
packet butter for private label and convenience cus¬ 
tomers, we can further displace these imports and con¬ 
tinue to add value to every drop of milk we process. 

“We are ambitious for the future of British butter, 
and see a range of opportunities for us in the pipeline 
in terms of packs, sizes, formats, both in own label and 
branded. Watch this space.”

Make growth priority, 
says chamber chief 


THE new government’s priority should be econom¬ 
ic growth, not deficit reduction, the boss of the British 
Chambers of Commerce has said on a visit to Shropshire. 

John Longworth, the BCC’s director general, visited the Shrop¬ 
shire Chamber of Commerce offices in Telford, before taking in a 
tour of GKN’s factory on Hadley Park. 

His visit was part of a regular tour of regional chambers around the coun¬ 
try, which help him understand the economic performance of different re¬ 
gions. 

During his trip to Shropshire, he heard about the latest schemes being 
introduced to stimulate growth by the local chamber. 

At GKN’s plant, he saw the work being carried out to develop flywheel 
technology, which is being retrofitted to London buses to improve their en¬ 
ergy performance. 

Mr Longworth said chancellor George Osborne now faces a challenge to 
grow the economy while reducing the country’s deficit. 

“It’s a really difficult tightrope the chancellor is walking, that’s around 
cutting the deficit, but the speed and scope of deficit reduction will affect our 
prospects for growth,” he said. 

“Growth should be the watchword for this parliament, rather than aus¬ 
terity. 

“We need to cut the deficit because we need to insure ourselves against 
future shocks, and we are a very indebted nation, but if we cut it too much 
and too fast it could impede growth and defeat the object in the first place. 

“The best way to pay down the deficit is to get growth, generate taxes.” 

He added: “I think the chancellor played a blinder in the last parliament, 
because he persuaded the markets they were applying austerity, and actu¬ 
ally didn’t apply it too much. 

“The overall cuts were three per cent, which wasn’t anything like what 
happened in the 1980s when Mrs Thatcher was Prime Minister for example. 

“The government has said it’s going to make considerable cuts in public 
spending. 

“We know what’s coming, he just has to be very careful that doesn’t then 
affect growth. 

Mr Longworth added that he felt the nation’s business community was 
confident in its outlook - still. 

He said: “Even during the depths of the recession, apart from construc¬ 
tion businesses who were having a really tough time, they were all saying 
it’s tough but we’re doing okay, but were also saying I know everybody else 
is suffering. 

“They just didn’t know everybody else was saying it as well. 

“Now, all the businesses say they are doing okay, and know that everybody 
else is as well, so we’ve returned to that level of confidence, but it was never 
as gloomy as it was made out.” 

He added: “There’s too much rhetoric and too many idealogues on both 
sides of the argument, when we should look at the facts in a cool and calm 
way and make a decision that’s rational. 

“The majority have consistently said they want to remain in a reformed 
EU, and 65 per cent say leaving could be problematic and certainly disrup¬ 
tive. 

“There needs to be change within the EU.”

County shipping firm charts up sculpture success 


A SHIPPING firm has been appointed to 
transport a sculpture of a UK explorer to 
Australia, where he is most renowned. 

Artist Mark Richards has created a bronze me¬ 
morial that captures Captain Matthew Flinders, 
who charted the Australian coastline, to stand at 
Flinders University in Adelaide. 

And the Halesfield-based shipping business Global 
Freight has been brought in to transport the statue. 

Flinders, along with a native Australian called Bun- 
garee and the crew of HM Sloop Investigator, famously 
circumnavigated the country in the early 1800s and gave 
it its name. 

The two-metre high bronze sculpture weighing 750 kg 
is the second to be produced by Mr Richards. 

The original was commissioned by the Government of 
South Australia. 

That sculpture is sited at Euston Station in London,

under which Matthew Flinders is buried. 

The original was unveiled at Australia House in Lon¬ 
don in July 2014 by the Duke of Cambridge, who said it 


showed Captain Flinders “as a man of action, strength 
and determination”. 

The second bronze was commissioned by Flinders Uni¬ 
versity and, once completed, will be transported down 
under by Global Freight. 

Both depict the explorer out of uniform, poring over 
his work charting the coastline of Australia alongside his 
cat, Trim. 

Mr Richards, who is based in Ludlow, is a regular 
Global Freight customer. 

The firm has been shipping small replicas of the main 
sculpture to Australia that private purchasers have 
bought to help fund the commemoration. 

Anton Gunter, national sales manager for Global 
Freight, said: “We are delighted to be playing a part in 
the commemoration of Captain Flinders in the land he 
is so intimately associated with. Our experience in ship¬ 
ping precious works of art including sculptures of this size 
means we are aware of the specialist handling.”

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Worries increase over 
demise of the sparrow 


ONE of the joys of travel is the 
experience of new sights and 
sounds in weird and wonderful 
places. 

Add on to those thrills, the interest 
you gain by studying the local natural 
history and you will be happily en¬ 
sconced in the dizzy euphoria of mo¬ 
bile sensory overload. 

On a recent trip to North Africa, there 
was plenty to satiate the ‘weird and won¬ 
derful’ objective but when one focused on 
the wildlife, there were a surprising amount 
of familiarities to be seen. 

Yes, chameleons and cobras swayed in 
their own forms of locomotion, monkeys 
scampered through the trees and huge 
white storks built their colossal nests high 
on the crumbling towers and minarets, but 
if you looked harder amongst the village 
squares, the branches of the trees and be¬ 
neath the storks’ nests, there were familiar 
faces aplenty. 

Pigeons and collared doves helped pro¬ 
vide the soundtrack as swifts and martins 
scythed through the air. But pervading 
through all was the recognisable cheeping of 
house sparrows. These little birds, though a 
long-established resident of Britain, are not 
thought to be a native, but spread naturally 
north from North Africa. Well known as 
colony nesters, here in Shropshire they will 
take over house martin nests, especially if 
there are several close to each other, but in 
their original lands they often nest in col¬ 
onies in the base of those towering white 
stork nests. 

Once one of Britain’s commonest birds,

numbers have crashed in recent years 
and London has lost three-quarters of its 
sparrows between 1994 and 2000. In some 
urban areas the population has fallen by 
99 per cent and although changing agricul¬ 
tural practices have been partly to blame, 
the full cause is not yet clear. 

Their demise is all the more baffling con¬ 
sidering their apparent tolerance of our spe¬ 
cies. Few birds are happier in the company 
of man than the house sparrow. Add to this 
their adaptability, which is often a sign of 
a strong and resilient species, which can 
be gauged by the fact that they have been 
found living and breeding 2,000ft under¬ 
ground in a coalmine. 

A further testament to their adaptations 
can be seen at night whereby they have 
been observed catching moths attracted to 
lights in the dark. This helps them to feed 
their chicks which, unlike the adults who 
are mainly vegetarian, need a high propor¬ 
tion of animal matter (mostly insects). 

It is said that among all the victims of 
domestic cats, young house sparrows, as 
you would expect, are very high on the list. 
Putting up a colony nest box in as safe and 
secure a location as possible, is a good start 
in what should be a collective effort to save 
the house sparrow.

Ell referendum 
move welcomed 
by region's MPs 

POLITICIANS representing voters in Oswestry and Welsh¬ 
pool have welcomed news that people will get the chance to 
have their say on Britain’s future in the European Union. 

Plans for a referendum on whether or not Britain should 
remain in the EU were announced in the Queen’s Speech 
and the MPs representing Shropshire and Mid Wales have 
said it is a good thing that people will get the chance to vote 
on the matter. 

The referendum, which is due to take place in 2017, will 
be the first since Harold Wilson was Prime Minister in 
1975. 

But while the area’s Conservative MPs have backed the 
announcement, reservations have been expressed by their 
political opponents. 

Voters will be asked to answer the question: Should the 
United Kingdom remain a member of the European Union? 

Montgomeryshire’s Tory MP Glyn Davies said it was 
right there would be a referendum, and praised the Prime 
Minister for beginning the discussions with other Euro¬ 
pean leaders. 

He questioned whether it would be possible to secure the 
concessions to satisfy all voters, though. 

“It is the right thing to do and a clear promise that we 
made,” he said. 

“There will have to be significant changes if the people 
of Britain decide to stay in the European Union and I feel 
confident that the Prime Minister will secure those neces¬ 
sary changes - although I don’t think it will be enough for 
some people. 

“Because of the impact that leaving the EU will have on 
an area in which agriculture is so important - agriculture is 
so tied up in the EU -1 would not be voting to leave unless 
the industry is properly protected. 

“We need a major debate and one that should not be hur¬ 
ried.” 

Eurosceptic North Shropshire Conservative MP Owen 
Paterson said he was pleased there would be a vote, and 
said it was important that there would be a significant 
change in Britain’s relationship with neighbouring coun¬ 
tries. 

“I am very pleased to see that British people will have the 
chance to vote,” he said. 

“I want to get back to a trading relationship with our Eu¬ 
ropean relations and to be able to make our own decisions 
in our parliaments.”

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Meeting modern needs

The suits at Suzuki will likely 
deny it but the design of the new 
Vitara looks to have been strong¬ 
ly influenced by the Range Rover 
Evoque. 

It’s over 25 years since the original 
model debuted and now there’s simply 
no comparison with the latest incarna¬ 
tion recognisable as a fresh and sporty 
utility vehicle. 

So to be compared with the hugely suc¬ 
cessful Evoque should have Suzuki bosses 
cracking open the champagne and design¬ 
ers dancing in the street - there could be no 
greater compliment. 

Suzuki says the new Vitara meets con¬ 
temporary needs and with a new Allgrip 
four-wheel drive system as an option will ap¬ 
peal to a broader audience and should do 
well in a SUV sector, where opposition will 
come from Vauxhall Mokka and Fiat 500X. 

Large wheels and higher ground clear¬ 
ance mean the new Vitara is happy off-road 
and though the test area used at launch 
wasn’t too demanding it did enough to sug¬ 
gest this Suzuki has a place away from the 
tarmac. And as well as the Allgrip system, 
drivers have the option of a choice of four 
modes to suit the driving conditions and 
road surface. But don’t expect Evoque per¬ 
formance when off tarmac. 

Where Evoque influence is clear comes 
with personalisation choice. Exterior colour 
choices and a range of design details allow 
buyers to personalise to their own tastes 


with 10 body colours available - including 
five two-tone combinations. 

There’s no mistaking the Vitara as an 
SUV option, with aerodynamics reflected in 
designed bumper openings, a roofline that 
slopes smoothly downwards towards the 
rear and with attractively shaped side mir¬ 
rors. 

LED headlamps with blue projector covers 
are available on the SZ5 upgrade, contribut¬ 
ing to energy saving and looking cool. 

Suzuki has taken the opportunity to up 
their technology game with the Vitara. 

An audio system with navigation and 
smartphone connectivity gives access to ad¬ 
vanced features (available on SZ-T and SZ5). 

The Radar Brake Support system (availa¬ 
ble as standard on SZ5) offers cutting-edge 
safety by using milliwave radar to prevent or 
reduce the chance of a collision. 

Highlights for SZ4 include seven airbags, 
16in alloys, DAB Radio with USB and Blue¬ 
tooth, cruise control with speed limiter, auto 
air conditioning, front and rear electric win¬ 
dows and projector headlamps. 

SZ-T adds 17in silver painted alloy wheels, 
rear privacy glass, smartphone link audio 
and navigation system. 

Moving up to SZ5 adds LED projector 
headlights, 17in polished alloy wheels, 
suede seat fabric, keyless entry with start 
button, adaptive cruise control, Radar Brake 
Support and panoramic sunroof. 

Once in the cabin there’s a sporty look 
and feel with a boldly-shaped instrument 
panel and a U-shape design around the gear 
shift lever helping communicate SUV tough¬ 
ness. Round clock and round ventilation lou¬ 
vres help give the interior a youthful feel. The

cabin space is impressive even though it’s 
a bit tight in the back for three. 

The seven-model Vitara range is pow¬ 
ered by the M16A 1.6-litre petrol engine or 
the D16AA 1.6-litre DDiS engine and pro¬ 
duces the best fuel economy figures and 
C02 levels in class and yet still produces 
gutsy performance. 

The C02 emissions for the petrol engine 
with two-wheel drive/manual transmission 
are 123g/km and 127g/km for the petrol 
engine with two-wheel drive/six-speed 
auto transmission. 

Suzuki’s Allgrip system enables C02 


emissions that are remarkably low for a 
four-wheel drive SUV with 130g/km for the 
five-speed manual transmission and 131 g/ 
km with the six-speed automatic transmis¬ 
sion. 

The DDiS engine, emitts just 106g/km 
with two-wheel drive/six-speed manual 
transmission and 111 g/km with four-wheel 
drive/six-speed manual transmission. 

Prices remain as competitive as ever, 
ranging from £13,999 to £21,299 - pos¬ 
sibly opening up the 4x4 sector to a new 
range of buyers.

Dogs need to travel safely in cars

Holidaymakers planning to take their 
four-legged friend with them on the 
road this summer must make sure 
they travel safely, a local expert has 
warned. 

Sallyanne Burdon, of Henshalls Insur¬ 
ance Brokers in Newport and Shrewsbury, 
said there were strict rules about travelling 
with pets which motorists could not afford 
to ignore. 

“The Highway Code says all dogs or other an¬ 
imals must be suitably restrained inside the ve¬ 
hicle so they cannot distract the driver or injure 
anyone if the vehicle stops quickly. 

“And if drivers flout the rules, they could find 
they lose their licence or their insurers could 


refuse to pay out if an accident does happen. If 
you don’t follow the guidelines, not only are you 
risking injury, but you could face costs running 
into thousands of pounds as you’ll be liable for 
any damage to your own car and any other cars 
involved - as well as any medical costs or other 
expenses.” 


Safety 


The law recommends using a seat belt har¬ 
ness, pet carrier, dog cage or dog guard as the 
best way to keep your family - and your pet - safe 
on a road trip. 

“The recommended safety solutions are not ex¬ 
pensive and yet they could save you from a costly 
mistake and serious injuries,” said Sallyanne. 

“As well as the safety precautions, there are 
several steps you can take to make travelling with 


your pet a more pleasurable experience. Try to 
take your dog for a long walk before you set off 
so it’s more likely to sleep during the journey, and 
don’t feed them for two hours before you travel, to 
avoid motion sickness. 

“Keep the car cool while you’re driving, and 
plan your journey to include lots of regular breaks 
- this will give your pet time for a toilet break and 
to get some much-needed fresh air. 

“Make sure your dog has plenty of water avail¬ 
able and never leave them in the car alone, espe¬ 
cially on hot days, as this can prove fatal. 

“So rather than letting your dog climb all over 
the seats - and your family! - which will inevita¬ 
bly lead to a stressful journey, make sure they are 
safely secured, just as you would with your chil¬ 
dren. The risks for everyone involved are just not 
worth taking.”

WELSH rally driver Tom Cave, and 
Oswestry-based co-driver Craig Par¬ 
ry, got their 2015 competitive cam¬ 
paign off to a flying start in the open¬ 
ing round of the Vodafone Rally de 
Portugal. 

Despite ongoing electrical gremlins, which 
caused the engine of their Ford Fiesta R2 to cut 
out, Cave and Parry set a series of fastest times 
to secure fourth place in the championship race. 

Last year’s Drive DMACK Fiesta Trophy run¬ 
ners-up were pre-event favourites amongst the 
bunch of 11 talented young hopefuls who lined 
up at the start of this year’s series. 

The hungry pack were all chasing the huge 
prize drive of a fully-paid season in next year’s 
FIA World Rally Championship 2. 

Cave got his challenge off to the best possible 
start after setting a strong pace during the first 
morning’s opening loop of rough, rocky stages 
to hold a slender 2.1 second lead at the mid-day 
service halt in Porto. 

The 23-year-old from Aberdovery dodged the 
worst of the first day rough conditions as he 
stormed to an early advantage over the new 
stages. 

But an electrical issue on the final speed test 
of the day saw him drop 40 seconds when the 
new 1.0 litre turbocharged engine powering his 
Fiesta cut out during the timed special stage. 

Forced to power off and restart the machine 
a few times during the Viano do Castelo stage, 
he had no option but to push hard to counteract 
the time loss. 

His M-Sport mechanics were unable to locate 
the cause of the fault during the overnight ser¬ 
vice halt and the issue continued throughout 
Saturday’s action, which moved to the moun¬ 
tains east of Porto. 

Cave continued to drop time as he struggled 
with the cutting-out car but the final stage of the 
day saw him eventually succumb to the rutted 
roads. 

A punctured tyre, which he and Parry were 
forced to stop and change, meant he slipped 
three places to sixth after losing over three min¬ 
utes. 

With the issue eventually put to bed, Cave re¬ 
started the final leg the following day and blitzed 
the pack, setting fastest times on every stage - 
including the famous run over the iconic and 
spectator-swamped Fafe test.
